The data in this Overview are presented in trend terms, unless otherwise 
stated. 


The value of South Australian merchandise exports in original terms for the 
month of August 2002 was $824.2m. This was an increase of 17.4% from the 
value for July 2002 and an increase of 8.8% on August 2001. 


The value of South Australian merchandise imports in original terms for the 
month of August 2002 was $476.2m. This was an increase of 4.7% from the 
value for July 2002 and a decrease of 18.5% over August 2001. 


South Australia’s retail turnover increased by 9.1% over the 12 months to 
August 2002. Retail turnover for August 2002 was $1,084.3m. 


There were 4,519 new motor vehicle sales in September 2002, an increase 
of 11.6% on September last year. 


Private new capital expenditure in the June quarter 2002 was $795m, an 
increase of 32.5% on the June quarter 2001. 


The number of dwelling units approved in August 2002 was 935, a rise of 
10.5% on August last year. 


The Consumer Price Index (All Groups) for Adelaide increased by 0.9% to 
140.3 in the September quarter 2002, and by 3.7% over the level recorded 
twelve months previously. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has generally 
shown an upward trend since February 2001, reaching 693,400 in 
September 2002. This was 15,900 persons higher than the level of twelve 
months ago (677,500). 


The total number of persons employed full-time in South Australia was 
476,900 in September 2002 compared with the September 2001 estimate of 
472,700. 


In September 2002, the trend estimate of the unemployment rate for 
South Australia was the same as the previous two months at 6.6% and was 
lower than the rate in September 2001 (7.3%). 


The trend estimate of the participation rate in South Australia was 60.7% in 
September 2002 compared with 60.2% in September 2001. 


The value of secured housing finance commitments (excluding alterations 


and additions) was $514m in August 2002. This was a 2.0% increase on 
July 2002 and 10.8% higher than August 2001.
